Was Born in 1835; 

Leopold Louis Philippe Marie Victor, 
Fing of the Belgians, was born in 1835 
and succeeded to the crown on the death 
of his father, King-Weopold I, in 1865. 
Although possessins; creat gentility of 
manner and being a fluent and affabie 
conversationalist, "e was reputed to be 
the most profligate and scene tar king 
in Europe. 
His reign was marked by many scan- 
dals in state and family affairs. The 
monarch’s Congo policy, whereby, trav- 
elers have declared, the natives in afr.- 
rica were reduced to a state of slav- 
ery to further King Leopeld’s rubber in- 
terests, at one time threatened to cause 
his abdication. Popular censure re- 
sulted in rumors seven years ago that 
he was about to quit the Belgian throne 
in favor of the Crown Prince, Albert. 

Throughout his life as a ruler, Leo- 


} pold invariably failed to inspire con- 


fidence and close friend: hip of men of 
rank who were thrown in contact with 
him. His face and character were re- 
pellant, although he endeavored to be 
popular.

From each Congo 
villege a certain amount of rubber an- 
nually was demanded, in exchange for 
cheap gew-gaws and calico, If the vil- 
lagers failed to bring the requisite 
amount of rubber to the trading posts, 
the cannibals were turned upon the vil- 
lage, children were maimea, men were 
eaten and women enslaved. 

Leopold was an excellent linguist and 
an extensive traveler. As a patron of 


-art end literature, in 1874 he founded a 


prize of @%,C00 frances for the best work 
on a giveu subject, announced five years 
in advance. He was a second cousin of 
King Edward of England and in 1853 he 
married Marie Henrietta, daughter of 
Archduke Joseph of Austria. 

Daughter Eloped. 

The pall ef tragedy and the brighter- 
hued: fabric of scandal that covered 
King Leopold’s life from the time of his 
ascension to the throne, spread to the 
remotest members of the royal family. 
Every member. has felt the touch of 
sorrow or the rebuke of all Europe. 

Leopold’s oldest daughter, Princess 
Louise, was: married in 1875 to Prince 
Philip and shortly afterward eloped 
with a Hungarian lieutenant of caval- 
ry. They lived together on the Riviera 
until the Lieutenant was sentenced 
to penal servitude for forging the name 
of his inomorata’s sister, Princess 
Stephanie, to a cheok. Princess Louise 
was then thrust into an insane asylum 
and after sevéral institutions had re- 
fused to declare her a lunatic, she was 
kept a prisoner in a private asylum for 
eight years, until her Lieutenant lover's 
release from prison. 

Pawned Queen's Jewels. 


Then, to support herself and consort, 


Princess Louise pawned her dead queen- 
mother’s jewels. The jewels were placed 
on exhibition and advertised for sale at 
auction, but Leopold redeemed them be- 
fore they could be exploited.

SMALL WEAPONS 


‘hides Franklin ‘Klin Ferriss Says 
Society Has No Other Plan 
of Protection 


CRIME IS_ IMPULSIVE} 


He Declares Concealed Weap- 
ons Are Always a Menace, 
Never Necessary. 


Absolute prohibition of the manufac- 
ture of pistols and revolvers was urged 
by Judge Franklin Ferriss in his address 
before St. Peter's Club in its monthly 
banquet at st. Peter’s Episcopal 
Church. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter Judge 
Ferriss explained Thursday that he 
considered the revolver an unnecessary 
weapon, made wholly for the purpose 
of killing or maiming men. 

“Men do not carry revolvers for pro- 
lection against animals,’’ he said, ‘“‘but 
to use against men, either offensively or 
defensively. Many men protest that 


-} they do not want to carry weapons, but 


they have to in self-defense. If it 
were made impossible to get them, thus 
cutting off their use for offense, they 
would not be needed for defense. 


Right te Prohibit Manufacture. 
“If the State has the right to pro- 


hibit the manufacture and sale of liq- 
uor, because of its general tendency 
to preduce crime and poverty, and in 
spite of the fact that to some users 
it is harmless, and if the State has the 
right to prohibit the sale of poisons, 
which have many legitimate uses, then 
surely the State has the right te pro- 
hibit the manufacture of concealable 
deadly weapons.”’ 


Judge Ferriss, in his banquet address} 


Tuesday night, quoted from an editorial 
published in the Post-Dispatch Jan. 1, 
1907, on the record of 59 shootings, stab- 
bings, suicides and accidental wound- 
ings in the three days before that date. 
He also said that, during his service 
on the criminal bench, he tried but 
one case in which the defendant had 
deliberately gone after a weapon with 
which to wound another. In all the 
other cases it appeared that the weapon 
had been used beegause the user hap- 
pened to have it with him. 

Judge Ferriss further developed his 
subject, “Crime,” by epeaking of the 
need for better methods of reforming 
criminals. 

Prisons Make Criminals. 

“At present,” he said, “to send a 
man to the penitentiary is practic- 
ally to make him a criminal for life, 
although he may not be a criminal— 
may have committed only,a single bad 
act on sudden impulse.” The accept- 
ed method is to imprison him for the 
protection of society and to deter 
others, and this method may be the 
only one possible, but its effect on 
the man himself is generally bad. 

“One thing which tends to degrade 
prisoners is the lack of hope. They 
feel that, once having been convicts, 
their lives are ruined. If there could 
be some system by which men leaving 
prison could be graded as to the de- 
gree in which they merit confidence, 
and if these marks could'\be made to 
count for something in getting them 
employment, the element of hope 
would be introduced into prison life. 
Much more could be done than is now 
done in the matter of teaching use- 


ful trades to prisoners.” 
The Rev. D. C. Garrett, rector of St. 


Peter’s, made a few remarks of his own 
on “‘Crime’”’ in introducing Judge Fer- 
riss. He denounced a class of plays and 
of posters advertis..g them as cause of 
crime. He said conditions in St. Louis 
were worse in this respect than they 
had ever been i:: Chicago. 

“JT will adiait,” he said, “that I have 
not seen the shows, but I agree with 
those who hold that one need not see 
Hell to warn others against it.’’

Parole System as Applied to 
Drunkards Approved by 
Chauffeurs. 


EXPERTS SUMMONED 


Professional Automobile Driv- 
ers Are Preparing Draft 
of Bill. 


The .Pollard pledge will prevent auto- 
mobile speeding and reckless driving, 
which have resulted in six deaths im St. 
Louis in the last five months, in the 
opinion of three expert chauffeurs who 
wish to have its principles incorporated 
into a State law. 

Heretofore the Pollard pledge hes been 
applied by the Judge of the Dayton 
Street Police Court to drunkards only. 
They sign a pledge riot to drink for a 
year and violation of the pledge means 
a term in the Workhouse. The expert 
chauffeurs say if reckless drivers and 
speeders are required to take a pledge 
not to violate the law for a year and re- 
port regularly to Judge Pollard, or other 
police judges, there will be few auto- 
mobile accidents. 

This plan has been worked out by 
Jacob Kuhl, Frank Swartz and Clarence 
Williams, skilled chauffeurs, who have 
driven automobiles in all parts of the 
world. Kuhl was recently invited to 
appear b2fore the grand jury to offer 
suggestions for the prevention of speed- 
ing. The three chauffeurs are prepar- 
ing a bill to present to the next Legis- 
lature. 

Proposed Speed Rules. 

“The chauffeur should be fined $5 for 
the first offense and required to sign 
a pledge to refrain from speeding for a 
year,” said Kuhl. ‘The first Monday 
after he is fined he should report to 
Judge Pollard and pay $2, report again 
the second Monday and pay $2 and re- 
port again the following Monday and 
pay $1.

‘‘We havé-consulted expert chauffeurs 
in all parts of the country in the prep- 
aration of our bill. We are not opposed 
to the 18-year-age limit, but we think 
21 would be better. 

*T our bill we will provide a maximum 
speed of 25 miles an hour east of Grand 
avenue, and any driver found exceed- 
ihg that speed will be arrested for reck- 
less driving. We, have been watching 
We find they 
are operated between Broadway and 
Twelfth str2et at a speed of 12 to 18 
miles an hour, and from 20 to 22 miles 
an hour between Twelfth street and 
Grand avenue. Sometimes they run as 
fast as 25 to 28 miles an hour west of 
Grand avenue. 

“It is not dangerous to operate an 
automobile up to 28 miles an hour, pro- 
vided the chauffeur is competent. It 
requires from one to two. years to be- 
come an expert chauffeur. As the law 
now stands, only chauffeurs who oper- 
ate cars on salary are required to take 
out licenses. The owner, the owner’s 
son, his wife or daughter. may take the 
car out and operate it at will without a 
license. 

Owners Should Qualify. 

“The accidents result generally from 
the inexperience of the owners and the 
drivers, or their incompetency. We be- 
lieve when a chauffeur is arrested for 
reckless driving everybody in the car 
should be arrested. In many instances 
the chauffeurs are required by the own- 
ers to take the blame for speeding, when 
the owner himself is responsible. If the 
owners are going to drive their cars 
they should submit to the same restric- 
tions and regulations as professional 
ehauffeurs and they should have the 
same qualifications. 

“‘We propose to divide chauffeurs into 
two classes. Class A shal! consist of 
owners who operate their own cars and 
DB class of professional] drivers. In all 
cases where there is a licensed driver 
in a car he must occupy the front seat, 
even if some other driver is operating 
the machine under his direction. 

“There are several automobile dealers 
in St. Louis who like to get arrested for 
speeding because it is good advertising. 
Their companies willingly pay their | 
fines. They are reckless and bring the 
drivers generally into disrepute. We 
gre going to make our law severe on 
this class ef drivers and on joy riders. 

“All automobiles ought to be equipped 
with safety devices for stopping them, 
and any driver found operating a ma- 
chine without them ougkt to be prose- 
cuted for recklessness. 

“IT was invited by the grand jury to 
make some suggestions to break up 
speeding and I gave that body the bene- 
fit of my ideas.”’

“Secretary Knox: I believe the 
sources of your information are 
prejudiced and request that the 
United States send a commission of 
investigation. If its findings show 
my administration to be detrimental 
to Central America I will resign.” 

I have received no reply. To avoid 
harm to my country and desiring 
that it shall renew friendly relations 
with the United States, I have today 
sent my resignation to Congress; As 
my opponents consider my presence

show my good faith by leaving 
Nicaragua. I stand ready to account 
for my acts.

Rufus H. McLaurin, his former. broth- 
ef-in-law, who Was chiefly instrumental 
in separating the wedded couple. 

“There was a law suit instigated 
against Fletcher by this man, in which 
the wife sided with the family. The 
divorce followed, and Fletcher Snead 
sold all of his policies outright to her 
brother for $900, thus making him the 
beneficiary. So you see the insurance 
of Fletcher, which McLaurin pays for, 
would hardly be’ beneficial to us. 

Explains Various Wills. 

“IT will now speak of the various wills 
of Ocey that so much has been made of 
the public. Her first will was made to 
cover some property in Kentucky in 
favor of her grandmother. This prop- 
erty was sold,:thus nullifying the will. 
The second will’was to cover some prop- 
erty ih Virginia, which was also sold. 

“The third will was made whén it 
was feared she might die after the 
birth of her baby. She did not wish 
that the family of Fietcher’s first wife 
might in any way benefit from her 
death. With Fletcher missing, a part 
of her estate would go to his son by 
this wife unless she provided other- 
wise. It was necessary to draw the 
fourth and following wills on account 
of the changes made by the lawyer, 
Carraba. 

“I believe the changes made _ in the 
will were never made at the dictation 
of Ocey. He never was alone in the 
room with her. I did take $ from him, 
it is true, but only as a loan, anda ne 
got a receipt. We never. heard of the 
man Schwartzgmann. The man whom 
he brought with him to our home he 
called Black. 

Were Married Twice. 

“In all of these wills Ocey’s grand- 
mother was made the beneficiary, to- 
gether with the child. To each of the 
documents there was a caréfully- drawn 
memorandum of instructions to my 
mother regarding the bringing up of the 
child, and incorporated as part of Gte 
will. 

“And now again about that life in- 
surance, that seems to have made such 
apparent monsters of all of us. We 
didn’t want Ocey’s. life insurance. We 
did all in our power to get the child 
to live and be’ our Httle girl. When 
our money dwindled and dwindled, we 
tried our best to get a cash surrender 
value on all her policies, in order that 
they might not’ be any further drain 
upon us 

“My mother finally took the matter 
up and we received in a reply a letter 
from President Kingsley of the New 
York Insurance Co, that the only thing 
to do to get rid of them was to let them 
lapse, as they had already been bor- 
rowed on to the limit. We took these 
policies out when Wwe had plenty of 
money and when we were all of us an 
easy mark for insurance agents.

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A MONOPOLY IN THE MAKING. 
Operations in the telephone world leave no fur- 
ther room for doubt that powerful interests are at 








| work to “clean up” the system of quick communi- 


cation. The practical absorption of the Western 
Union and the merging of it and its rival, the 
Postal, with Bell Telephone interests, was merely 
a first step. Independent telephone companies are 
now being bcught. J. P. Morgan & Co. are in the 
field. The ‘scene of gredtest activity is in Ohio, 
where the independent companies have been 
strongest and most prosperous. 

Seven Ohio companies have fallen into the hands 
of Morgan. The United States Long Distance, 
whfch connected the local independents of Ohio 
and Mithigan and gives them long-distance out- 
lets, is-in. Morgan’s control. The rumor that Mor- 
‘gan is working in sympathy with the Bell com- 
pany ‘grows ‘in strength. Every announcement 
contains: thé assurance that there will be no 
change . in the management of the companies 
bought ‘and that independent operation will be 
continued. 

But a trust-ridden public is permitted to be 
skeptical. Facts'are eloquent. To drive trade 
where it is wanted “independent” line rates in 
Ohio have been advanced from 50 to 100 per cent, 
The “independent” rate’ for three minutes’ talk 
between Cleveland and Toledo has been raised to 
65 cents. The Bell charge is 30 cents. Between 
Cleveland and Lima the “independent” charge is 
90 cents, the Bell 50 cents. 

Injunction proceedings to prevent a Bell-United 
States merger have been thus met and the way for 
monopoly easily cleared. Successful intervention 
by the Government is barely possible. The Gov- 
ernment has never yet succeeded in stopping any- 
thing of the kind. The successful merging of these 
vast interests will bring into existence a financial 
organization much greater than Standard Oil or 
the Steel Trust or both of them together. It will 
make acute the rose of Government control of 
monopolies. 

In many countries means of i SR are 
and always have been Government affairs—usually 
adjuncts of the postal service. Are we approach- 
ing that as a result of the large activities of our 
trust-makers?

The United states Stee: Corporation declare that 
they feel no apprehension of a serious labor dis- 
turbance because in the matter of wages they have 
kept in advance of competitors.

$20 a day, while the lowest wage for unskilled 
labor is $1.75-a day. It is also stated that 28, 
employes hold stock in the corporation, and this 
fact is rel‘ed upon to allay discontent. 

This year there ere 190,000 employes, whose 
wages will approximate $150, 00,000. These are 
| generous figures, but what do they signify? The 
javerage earning on this estimate is $789 a year. 
If the $1.75 man works every day in the year he 
will earn $639.

FLAT LEET. 


AX STRUNSKY of New York 
Vi explains the pain due to flat 
foot as due to fatigue and in- 
flammation of the muscles that support 
the bones of the arch. mainly the tibia- 
lis anticus and posticus. or to paralysis 
of the nerves supplying this group of 
muscles. The lessened tonicity causes 
these muscles to stretch and to become 
lengthened, and the astragalus is pushed 
down by the body weight, and the 
scaphoid is rotated. Wasting diseases 
cause this loss of tonicity. The cru- 
cial test of the strength of the arch is 
its appearance, when the patient stands, 
not when he sits. Prophylaxis consists 
in stopping abuse of the feet by wear- 
ing proper shoes without pointed toes, 
and not turning the toes out. Rest is 
the best trentment of the acute in- 
flammatory stage and sypport by cel- 
luloid plates after it is relievea. 
Roland O. Meisenbach of Buffalo, N. 
Y., deprecates the indiscriminate use of 
flat-foot plates prescribed at hazard 
by incompetent persuns, which do more 
harm than good. ‘Rhere are few norma! 
feet among shoe wearerg, Cue to atro- 
phy from the use of shoes, and joint 
strain due to thé mode of dress. The 
objects of filat-foot plates are to guide 
muscular action, restore the general 
balance of muscular equilibrium, and 
prevent recurrence of asymmetry after 
correction of deformity. The plates 
should be made of sheet steel, worn 
for some days before being tempered, so 
as to be molded better to the foot. Ex- 
ercises should be given in conjunction

The last step in the. legal proceed- 
ings..to restore Miss Nellie Burns to 
the status of a living person was taken 
Friday, when a formal application was 
prepared, asking that the Probate Court 
set’ aside the appointment of Mrs. Anna 
Bosse as administratix of Miss Burns’ 
estate.
